Race la tbe Dotted states. 


Tbe National Genera Bureau at Wash- 


ington baa in preparation a bulletin giv- 
ing tbe population ot the South Atlantic 
and South Central States, Missouri and 
Kansas, by races. The total population 
embraced in this eount ia given at 23.875,- 
259, ol which 16,868,205 are whites, 6,996,- 
166 colored, and 10,888 Chinese, Japanese 
and Indiana. In the states included, 
were fount] in 1890 fifteen-aiiteenths of 
the population ot the United States; so 
that for the purpose of ascertaining tbe 
percentage of increase in the colored 
population tbe returns of these states 
are adequate. 


The abnormal increase of Ihe colored 


population, in what is known as the 
"Black Belt," during tbe decade ending 
in 1380, led to the popular belief that the 
negrote were i a creasing at a cinch larger 
rate than tie whites. 
The Mots now 


ascertained sustain the theory that tbe 
bigh rate ot wcrease -shown m 1880 was 
apparent, bnt not reel, and was doe to 
imperfect enumeration in the Southern 
States iu 1370. 


Daring the past decade the colored 


ace has not held its own againat tbe 
bites. In bat three decades, that ia 
rom 1800 to 1830, during a part ot which 
jtne tbe slave trade wae in progress, has 
as tbe colored race increased more rap- 
dly than t'.ie whites. 
Since 1830 tbe 


liites have steadily increased at a mow 
spid rate tban the colored people. This 
increase ia cot affected by immigration, 
or, witb th=> exception of Kansas and 
Missouri, these states received compara- 
tively few emigrants. 


In 1830 there were nearly six colored 


nhnbiconla to ten whites, but this pro 
jortkm has been reduced to a trifle maw 
ban four at the present date, or by 
early one third its amount.
